Pens was provoked at this 
affront. Leon interpoſed, and gave 
orders that the fact ſhould be in- 
quired into, and the queſtion. diſ- 
cuſſed with temper on both ſides.

array; ſome diſciples of Thales

The king, who 
tried in vain to ſeparate them, re-

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ceived blows. from the one, and 
ſcratches from the other. How- 
eyer, he at length diſarmed them; 
and, without ſearching the affair 
to the bottom, commanded Xeno- 
phanes never to appear ig be- 
fore him, | 


Pythagoras thought this a tti- 
umph : but the bing relepted, 
received the poet again, and ſpoke 
in the moſt obliging manner to 
him. This reconciliation appear- 
ed to be ſincere; and who could 
have imagined, that, after ſuch a 
kind reception, Leon would have 
reſumed his anger ? le diſmiſſed 
him without any apparent cauſe, 
and the poet was again obliged to

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fly. As ſopn as the king had loſt 
fight of him he cried out, Let 
him be purſued ! the daring 
« wretch has taken away my col- 
« lection of oracles : let him be 
* ſtopped and puniſhed,” 


This ſtrange ſcene proved to me, 
too plainly, the weakneſs of hu- 
man nature, the tyranny of the 
paſſions, the errors of the mind, 
and the extravagances of pride, 
How, ſaid I to myſelf, (reflecting 
on it with terror,) how can I flat- 
ter myſelf that I ſhall hereaſter 
goyern with prudence ?

Venus; where, under the protec- 
tion of the goddeſs, and in the 
preſence of Mezronima, he hoped 
to defend himſelf, | 


This was almoſt as inviolable an 
aſylum for him as for the prieſteſs 


herſelf ; nevertheleſs the king made 


a kind of blockade there. All 
communication being hereby cut 


off, it was hoped they would ſoon 
hg a7 - be 
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be reduced. Loung Soſtrates, be- 
ing favoured for the ſuppoſed merit 
of his father, was only condemned 
to baniſhment; but the other re- 
bels were given up to the rigour of 
the laws. I was beſides informed, 

that the iſles of Co6s, Claros, and 
Rhodes, were fo far from form- 
ing a league againſt the Dorians, 
that they only thought of defend- 
ing themſelves ; and that they were 
even negotiating a general confe- 
deracy, jointly to oppoſe Polycra- 
tes, the ſucceſsful tyrant of Samos. 
That conqueror, ever fortunate in 
his undertakings, intended, after 
he had diſturbed Greece, at leaſt 


| ravage its colonies. 


Ariſtagoras 
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Alriſtagoras was firſt threatened 
by him, and ſought an alliance 
with the Dorians. He changed 
the language of a protector, who 
grants his aſſiſtance only on condi- 
tions that pleaſe him, for that 
of a terrified prince, who could 
not alone withſtand the forces and 
good fortune of an enemy which 
had been fo long invincible. E- 
very one of the neighbouring ſtates 
was willing to ſuccour Miletus, 
apprehending, if that were redu- 
ced, they themſelves ſhould fink 
under the power that threatened 


it,

His 
ſuffrage has been long the ſtand- 
ard of their charms. Born to ſe- 
duce them, and dextrous in de- 
ceiving them, they have all court- 
ed his favour; but not one has 
- fixed 
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fixed him her own. Bluſtering, 
peremptory, and of a noble ap- 
pearance, he commands their at- 
tention, wins, and dazzles them :
